For to keep clear withou: it, you muſt keep ſo far off the | 


ſhoar that you may ſee the tops of the double Land within 
about the CliſF land, and you need not fear 3 but if you come 
ſo nezr the {hoar that the double Land within be covered of 
the foremoſt Clill-land, or that thereby it get out of your 
ſight, you ſhall then ſurely ſail upon the foreſaid Rocks. 
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By St. Margets-Bay, upon the foreſaid Land, ſtandeth a 
Gentlemans Houſe in the Hills 3 when you have brought that 
with the Mill that ſtandeth within, one in the other, then you 
may go into the Road, and leave the Rocks which lie above- 
water half ways over the Bay, either on the Starboard or 
Larboard of you z anchor there in five or ſix fathom, ſandy 
Ground. 

About S.S.E. from St, Margets Bay, off at Sea, lies a ſun- 
ken rock, called Calsach, which is dry at low water. 

For to avoid it, take heed unto theſe Marks z when you 
come from Carnaroor, and have the Black Rock with the 
great Ifland of Saltees one in the other, and keep them ſo, 


and then ſail on N.E, you ſhall go right upon this ſunken 
Rock. 


For togo to the ſouthwards of it, Then keep Black Rock py, p 


with the ſmalleſt Iſland of the Saltees one in the other ; or 
elſe to go to the northwards of it 3 keep Black Rock, with» 
out, or to the eaſtwards of the great Iſland, and then you 
ſhall not need ro fear any danger of this ſunken Rock. 

From St. Margers Bay, to the Point of Grenore, the Coaſt 
lieth N.E. half a leagne. 

The Point of Grenore is not very high, but ſteep and flat, 
at the top; from this Point goeth a Shoal about a quarter 
of a League, E. by S. very full of ſmall Stones, and at low- 
water dry. 

Thoſe who come from the Southward, going for Wexford 
or Dnb(4n, go in commonly betwixt the Tuker and the fore- 
ſaid Rocks of Grenore. 

For him tht will be his own Pilot, we will deſcribe all the 
Marks that are to be taken heed of, as well for to ſail into 
Grenore, as alſo into the Haven of Wexford, as they are now 
at this time and hereby do adviſe that they may not al- 
ways continue ſo, for by reaſon of the great Floods and 
Currents the Channels ſhifts more Northerly. 

Coming out of the Sea, about a League or two, near 


unto Grenore-Point, you ſhall ſce the high ragged Land Grenore 
above the ſaid Point, which (as aforeſaid) is not very high, Point. 


but flat at the top : by that ſaid high ragged double Land, 
within you may know the Entrance of the Channel of Wex- 


ford. 


W hen you have ſight of Grenore-Point, you may boldly 
ſail in with it, until that double Land ſhew it ſelf by Eſti- 
mation, about a Man's length above the Point of Grenore, 
as It is ſhewed in this Figure.

Then are you far enough from the Shoar, and in no dan- 
ger of the Shoald of Grenore ; or elſe you may come no 
nearer than fix or ſeven Fathom ; but for need, you may 
borrow of the Shoal in five Fathom, or four and a half; but 
you muſt cake heed thar you go not ſo far off from it, that 
you have more than eight or nine Fathom deep, otherwiſe 
you will come too near the Bank, which lies to the North- 
ward of the Tuskar, which on the inner ſide is very ſteep 
and ncedle too; for upon it is no more than 1 2 foot Water, 
and cloſe by ic 10 fathom deep. 

If y$u keep the aforeſaid ragged Highland, a Man's 
length above the Land of Grenore, and fail to the North: 
ward ſo long, until you bring a Highland without, or to the 
Northwagxg of the ſteep Point of Grepore, then are you yet 
right againſt .the Shoal, and muſt cMtinne ſailing to the 
Northwards, keeping the Mill that ſtandeth near to the 
Point of Grenore, ſo that you may ſee the top of it over the 
Point, when you keep it ſo, you ſhall not be in any danger 
of the Shoal or Rift; and as ſoon as you ſee the Caltle 
(which ſtands a little without the Srrand) come without the 
Point of Grerore, then may you ſail boldly towards by your 
Lead, into the Bay of Grenore, 

The ſaid Mill ſtanding upon the Land of Grenore a 
little within the Land, may ſerve for a Mark, not to come 
too near, as well to the Shoar, as alſo to the Shoal or Riff; 
for if you come not ſo near the Shoal, as you looſe the Mill 
out of your ſight,, but keep fo far off that you keep in light 
of it, then are you far enough {rom the Shoar, and from 
the rocky Shozlor Riff: and when the Mill comes to bear 
S. W. and $. W. and by S. from you, you are paſt the Shoal 
or Riff; ſteer then N. W. by W. and N. W. (as the Wind 
and Tide ſhall be) into the Bay of Grenore. 


Or elſe you may obſerve another Mark ; fail on ſo long 


N. untilalong black Houſe come out to the Weſtwards of 


Grenore, upon the Lowland, the which ſheweth like a black 
Rock upon the Land : Then may you luff into the Shoar in 
4 or 5 fathom along(t by the Riff, and run in ſo, until you 
get into ſix or ſeven fathom, and preſently afterwards, into 
$ or 9 fathom deep, bur afterwards 'its ſhoal by little and lit- 
tle, as you come near the Shoar. 

If you have a large Wind, then ſail ſo long to the North- 
ward, until you ſee another black Houſe come without the 
Point, fail then unto it, and you ſhall goclear of the Riff. 

In the Bay is Shoal-water, you may lie ſo near the Shoar 
as you pleaſe, either in fix, five, four, or three fathom, 
and there may you haye a Pilot to carry you into Wexford. 


For to ſail out of Grenore Bay to Wexford. 


For to ſail out of Grenore-Bay, towards Wexford, with a 
Ship that draws little Water, you may boldly run alongſt 
the Shoar, and ſail through betwixt Henman's-Path, and the

Haenmans Path, as we ſaid before, is a dry Sand, lying 

before the Haven of Wexford, and upon the North of it 
licth another Sand of the ſame bigneſs, called the North- 
ground, betwixt theſe two Sands is the deepeſt Channel go- 
ing into Wexford, for you have 4 and 5 fathom in this 
Channel, you may run in when a little Caſtle in the South- 
land, within the Strand, upon the Sonth-end of the High- 
land of Wexford, about S. W. by W. from you, when 
you have brought it upon this Point, and that it is betwixt 
the two Northermolſt little Sand Hills, that are upon the 
foot of the Strand upon the Sounder (which is upon the 
South Shoar) then are you paſt Harnmans Path z then may 
you ſteer over the Bar, where you will find at High-water 
16 foot, but keep to the Southwards, leaſt the Tide force 
you upon the Tail of the North Ground, where the 
Maſt itandeth, which is the Fore-maſt of a Ship loſt 
there, and lyeth ſunk in the Sand 3 where this Maſt ſtands, 
the Ground is very ſteep, but without it's very flat going 
vP- 
[In this Channel, and upon the Bar, an Eaſt and Weſt 
Moon maketh High-water, but the Flood runs in it after a 
Half-ride ſtrong by the Channel to the Norward; ſo that 
when it's High-water in this Channel, and upon the Bar, 
there runs a itrong Tide to the Northward ; which is ſup- 
poſed to be the cauſe of the Tail of Haenmans Path, caſt up 
ſtill more and more to the Northwards ; fo that this 
Channel lies more to the Northwards than it was wont to 
do; therefore you mult keep cloſe to Haenmans Path, and 
It is believed this Mark in time will be of no uſe. 

The Flood after High- water runs ſtrong half Tide, or 3 
hours (in the Channel) to the Northwards; as alſo the Ebb 
half Tide to the Southwards, but not ſo ſtrong as the Flood. 

Being over the ſhoaleſt of this Bar, you ſhall have 3 and a 
half, and 4 fathom, as in the Channel, betwixt the North 
Grounds, and Haenmans Path, run over to the Foot-Strand, 
and then edg over tothe North Shoar, to avoid the Grounds 
which lie to the Weſtward, above the Sounder ; you may bor- 
row off the Shoal, on the North-ſide by the Lead, in 100r 


11 foot, according to the Draught of your Ship in the right 


deep: in youredging over, you have at High-water 15 foot. 

The Mark for this edging over, is a white little Caſtle, 
which ſtandeth upon the North-ſide of the Haven, in the 
Valley of the Landz when that cometh over the ſteep Point 
of the innermoſt Iſland of the two, which lieth upon the 
North Shoar, then you may boldly run in N. W. with it, 
until that a little Chappel within the Land, to the South- 
wards of Wexford, (or about a Cables length to the 
Northwards of that forementioned Caſtle on the North. 
ſide of that ragged Highland, that hath ſerved for a 
Mark to fail over the Bar) cometh over a black Hommock 
that you ſce upon theHighland,which is a little to the South- 
wards of Wexford ;, when you have bruught theſe Marks one 
in the other, edg over then to the Southland upon the Marks, 
for then you are above the Sands of the Sounder, and in no 
danger of the Point of that Sand, which comes from the 
Pallage-point ; it is there ſo broad, that you may turn too 
and again ; it is altogether ſhoal Water about 10 foot, or 
Io foot and a half at High-water. | 

Sailing upon theſe Marks,you will come about the diſtance 
of a caſt Piece, without the Caſtle of HWexford, to the South 
Shoar, fail then in alongſt by it, and keep in the Soundings 
of the Shoar, until you come in the Soundings of the Caſtle, 
there you may anchor, and ſhall find about 3 fathom of Wa- 
ter; if you are not acquainted, it's beſt for you to remain 
there, for before the Town lies ſome ſunken Rocks. 

He that will lie before the Town, muſt (right againſt the 
Key, or the head of the 
the Shoar, becauſe of the Rocks as aforeſaid, and go right 


_ againſt the Weſt-end of the Town, where he may anchor 


in 3 fathom of Water, or thereabouts. 

To the Southwards of the Sands, that lie to the Weſt-

The Mark for to ail through there, is, That you keep

Wexford) right over the Caſtle of Wexford ; but there can 
be nothing gotten by it, with ſailing through there, ia re- 
gard you muſt nevertheleſs go over the ſhoaleſt, after that 
you zre palled the Sands of Sounder, to wit, over the fores 
ſaid depth of 10 and 11 foot. 

For to ſail out from Wexford with a Ship that goth deep, 
you muſt not lade deeper than ten foot, or ten foot and a 
half for to come over the foreſaidShoal 3 you ſhall then ſail a- 
bout to the Northwards of the Shoal that lieth witnin, or 
to the Weſtwards of the Sounder, and goin and anchor be- 
twixt the Shoal and the Sounder ;, there you ſhall be Land- 
lockt for all Winds, except for the S. W. Wind where you 
have but a little ſhelter ; you ſhall therefore bring out your 
beſt Anchor, in the S. W. and the other in the N. E. for 
fear that the Winds that come out of the South-weſt over 
the Land, do put you upon the North Grounds. There 
at the Sounder, you may take in the reſt of your Lading it 
is a League from the Town. 

If you will anchor before the Bar of Wexford for to ſtay 
for the Tide, you muſt anchor a liccle to the Northwards of 
the Bar, and go off ſomewhat until you have eight fathom ; 
there it is clean ſandy Ground. 

In the Night there are cwo Fires made npon the Soundey 
for the Fiſkermen to come in by, through the Channel, by 
Haenmans Path z he that will fail in by them, mult keep the 
higheſt Fire a little to the Southwards of the other, for to 
avoid the North Grounds. 

Beſides the deep, alongſt by the Haenmans Path, the Fiſh- 
ermen have a little Channel that goeth ont cloſe by ths 
North-ſhoarz it is thereabouts fix foot deep at High 
water. 

From the Bar of Wexford, you may fail E. by S. 
and W. by N. out and in, through betwixt the Banks 
into the Sea, or out of the Sea, that is a large and broad 
Channel. 

For to ſail from the Bar of Wexford, within the Sande 
through towards Dablin, you muſt keep the Sonnding of the 
Shoar, and run alongſt by it, in ſix, ſeven, or eigh: farhom 
you ſhall ſo fail alongſt about a Cables length from the ſhoar, 
which is very clean, without any danger, fo that any Man 
(having but a little knowledg of the Land) may ſail chere 
alongſt by Night, only you muſt take heed not to go farther 
from the ſhoar than in ſeven or eight Fathom, ſo thar you 
may not come foul of the Banks, which are on the ianer ide 
very ſteep and ncedle too. 

When you have failed to the Northwards, alongft by

A Deſcription of the Sea Coaſt of Ircland. 
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the Eaſt Point of the Haven, which extends it ſelf 2 Miles to 
the northward off from the ſhoar ; when the wind 1s out, 
the Sea breaketh very much upon It. : 

Small Ships which draw Jittle water may ſail in to Lough: 
foyl, to the ſouthward of the Tins, betwixt the Twns and 
'the Eaſt Point, but it is very narrow at full Sea, bas no 
more than 15 ſoot water; but alongſt the Twns, or betwixt 
the Twns and the Eaſt ſhoar it's very deep, where there 1s at 
all times 1.4 and 15 fathom water, and againſt the Maga's- 
ons Point S or 10; when you are about a Mile and half 
within you will have 2 Channels, one alongſ(t the Shoar 
and another runs to the South, ihe latter hath 9, 7, 8 fa- 
thoms, but is not the right Channcl 3 for your proper Chan- 
nel is that along(t the Shoar. 

Fr to find the Channel that lieth into the weſtwards of 
the Tune, (coming, from the Eaſt, or alongſt by the Twns) 
you muſt look out ſor a little ſandy Bay, that lieth on the 
Weſt ſide, even within the North Point of the River under 
the Pigh-land 3 bring it {o, that you may ſee it open of the 
ſoreſaid North Point, and fail in thereupon, until you come 
by the Land, and then run in alongſt by it $S. W. until you 
come right againlt Green Caſtle, 

If youcome from the Welt or the North, you may bold- 
ly, without fear, run alongſt the ſhoar, and abour the 
Point upon your Lead, without coming, near the Town, you 
may ſee any thing that might do you hurt coming by Green- 
Caſtle, there may you . ſo that you miy fee Whyte- 
Caſtle without the Point of Green-Caftle, there you may lic 
ſafely. 

For to ſail up from Green-Caſtle, you muſt run up alongſt 
by the Weſt ſhoar by your Lead, and ſhun an Oyſter-bank 
that is on the Weſt ſhoar,which begins about Red Caſtle, and 
ſtretchcth along the ſhoar,until you come to the three Trees, 
there is the ordinary Road, where Ships come to anchor. 

When you ſail out of this Road towards Culmore Caſtle 
which is upon the Weſt Point of the Entrance of the River 
which goes to London-Derryz you muſt keep the Weſt 
ſhoar aboard, to prevent the falling into a ſmall Swaſh or 
Channcl on the Larboard ſide, which has often been taken 
for the right Channel. 

How to ſail from the foreſaid Road forth up unto Londen- 
Derry, you may be informed from the Chart it ſelf. 

For to ſail out of this Harbour clear of the Turns, you muſt 
take no more of the Ebb than the laſt quarter, for that runs 
N.N.\V. The firſt quarter running right over the Tuns ; and 
if you are not very careful it will draw you upon them : for to 
prevent this, ſail out N.N.E. and when you have opened the 
hcad of Coldaff, then are you paſt them, run N. E. by E. to 
clear the head of Rathlsn, 

From Lowgh-foil Haven, unto the Iſland Eneſterhul, (by 
ſome called Monſterbul) the Courſe is N. W. four or five 
Lezgnes, theſe are ſmall black Iſlands or Rocks, not very 
high above water, and lie a little off the northermoſt Point 
of Ireland,called Emiſthone, a high plain Land, and very good 
to be known for him that hath once ſeen it. 

Betwixt the Iſlands and the Point, you may ſail through, 
but not without great danger for them that are not very 
well acquainted with it, becauſe there lieth off much foul 
Ground and Shoals that lie betwixt them both.

R. O M the Eaſt Point of the Cardinal, to the River 
of Roche Bernard, the Courſe is N. E. there lieth a 
little Ifland about half ways betwixt the Cardinal 
and the foreſaid River, or rather nearer the Cardi- 
al than the River, (for when you are by the River, you can 
but juſt ſce the foreſaid little Ifland)with the aforeſaid Courſe 
of N.E. cloſe alongft to the Weſtwards of that little Iſland, 
you ſhail falla little to the Northwards of the River, run 
then within a Cables length alvngſt by the ſbore unto it, un- 
ull the River deth open ir ſelf, and then Sail in the midſt of 
the Channel,and give the Rocks a Birth that lie at the Eaſtern- 
ſhore. Being come-within the Rocks, you may Anchor there, 
or elſe Sail on againſt the ſhore on the Starboard-ſide, and ſo 
may ſave Ship and Goods without Anchor or Cable, if there 
ſhould be ſuch need.

within the Weſt Point right before the Town, in fair ſandy 
Ground; a North Wind cometh right ſrom the Point. This 
Bay is commonly called Ximgs-Haven. 

Alongſt the Coaſt of Brſcaia, betwixt St. John de Luz, and 
Gateria, is every where clean Ground, and good Anchoring 
in 20 Fathom.

Even Leagyes to the ſouthwards of Canna, lieth Viana 
upon a River.

fathom depth. When you are paſt the foreſaid Rock, with 
a Maſt or Beacon, which lieth on the North fide of the Ri- 
ver, run in likewiſe cloſe alongſt tothe ſouthwards of it, and 
afterwards indifferent cloſe alongit by the North Land,unril} 
you come before the Town, (there runneth off ſometimes a 
little Riff, which you muſt give a Birth to) and! Anchor be- 
fore the Town. When you lie before the Town; there li- 
eth a little Iſland to the ſouthwardsof you, whereupon ſtan. 
deth a little Chappelz tothe weſtwards of thar little Iſland 
lieth a great Bank, which at low water is uncoveredz behind 
that Bank it is 5 and 6 Fathom, and before Yana, 7, 8, and 
9 fathom deep; when you come in, you may run about to
